NEW YORK, Feb. 5 (AP)—The 
men’s clothing industry is grad- 
ually working itself out of one of 


the greatest shortages in history. 
“More men will get more cloth- 
ing from here in, but it will take 
at least 12 months to catch up 
with demand and rebuild inven- 
tories,” the International Statisti- 
cal Bureau said today. 
Suit deliveries have picked ‘up 
steadily since the beginning of 
1946, industry sources agreed. 
They estimate present output at 
1,500,000 to more than 2,000,000 
suits a month and expect to turn 
out about 28,000,000 this year, 
more than in any previous year. 
Normally it takes 21,000,000 suits 
annually to clothe the men of the 
nation. Currently the demand is 
estimated at twice that number 
because of the needs of returning 
veterans, depleted inventories and 
increased purchasing power. 
While demand has mounted pro- 
gressively, production dropped off 
during the war from a record out- 
put of 24,400,000 suits in 1941 to 
about 14,000,000 in 1945. Because 
of that, the bureau’s survey said, 
inventories were reduced by more 


than 7,500,000 suits before the 
start of 1945 and have been fall- 
ing rapidly ever since. 

Two factors described by the in- 
dustry as “aggravations” remain. 
Some suit makers are holding up 
shipment of all or part of their 
production in the hope of more fa- 
vorable prices in the next 30 days. 
At the same time distribution of 
materials is being slowed while 
mills await clarification of prior- 
ity ratings. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion relaxed yesterday its maxi- 
mum average price regulation in a 
move to relieve the shortage of 
men’s shirts. At the same time 
the agency said ‘‘only a very small 
percentage of shirt manufacturers 
have let themselves get into diffi- 
culty by failing to make enough 
low-priced goods to balance their 
higher-priced production.” 

The revision of the regulation 
applies only to shirt production. 
The OPA said the effect would be 
to permit manufacturers to de- 
liver a somewhat larger proportion 
of higher price line shirts. The 
new order does not change exist- 
ing price ceilings for shirts. 


Main Suggested Alteration. 

May’s principal suggestion with 
respect to this part of the pro- 
posal is that the railroad tunnel 
be under the east side of Third, 
rather than the west, and that the 
highway tunnel be under the west 
side. He points out that the rail- 
road tunnel, necessarily deeper 
than the highway tunnel, would 
obstruct important sewer lines 
from the downtown area to the 
river. The shallower highway tun- 
nel would not interfere with this 
drainage. 

Construction of the tunnels 
would be simplified by removal of 
the Old Cathedral from the north- 
east to the southwest corner of 
Third and Walnut streets, but re- 
moval of this landmark is not es- 
sential to the plan, the report 
states.

MANILA, Feb. 5 (AP)—Lt. Gen. 
Masaharu Homma took the stand 
at his war crimes trial today and 
| tontified that he was removed from 
‘his Philippine command in August 
|1942 because of pro-British tenden- 
eon and because he disagreed with 
former Hideki Tojo. 

“Roughly speaking, there were 


two groups in the army,” said the 


defendant, who is charged with 

responsibility for the deaths of 

67,000 Americans and Filipinos. 
“One was pro-German and the 


other pro-British. The latter, fos- 
tering liberal ideas, was in great 
minority. I was supposed to head 
the latter group since I wag the 
most senior officer. This was so, 
|I believe, because I had my train- 
ing in England and my association 
with the British people gave me 
a broad outlook on life.” 

Homma said he had incurred the 
disfavor of Tojo by objecting to 
the latter’s appointment as Minis- 
ter of War. He said that when 
Tojo wags War Minister, there re- 
mained no liberal-minded officers 
on the Japanese general staff or 
in the War Department. 

He said Tojo “was trained in 
Germany and headed the pro-Ger- 
man group. 

“I maintained that {f he were 
chosen War Minister he would 
lead the army anywhere. I object- 
ed to this and he has disliked me 
ever since.” 

Homma pictured himself as an 
army chief who was rpt informed 
of all incidents under his com- 
mand, did not appoint his staff 
officers and did not have author- 
ity to remove them, 

It was obvious the defense was 
seeking to absolve him from his 
subordinates’ actions. 

Homma testified that one of 
several secret United States mili- 
tary maps captured by the Jap-- 
anese in their Philippine invasion 
enabled him to defeat the Filipino- 
Americans’ first attack on Bataan, 

Finding the map with the orig- 
inal American positions marked 
paved the way for a Japanese 
break-through after his troops 
once had been stopped cold, the 
General said. 

Preceding discovery of the map, 
Homma testified, “American ar- 
tillery was very powerful and ac- 
curate and we suffered great cas- 
ualties” at Bagac. We met very 
stiff resistance and couldn’t ad- 
vance.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 5— 
An effort to limit the field of se- 
lection of the proposed state di- 
rector of health to doctors of 
medicine and to eliminate osteo- 
paths and those practicing other 
healing systems failed when the 
bill was taken up for perfection in 
the Senate late yesterday. The 
position was left open to physi- 
cians “of recognized professional 
and scientific knowledge and 
graduates of reputable schools of 

the healing arts.” 

The Missouri Medical Associa- 
tion’s position for the control of 
the Department of Health and 
Welfare by a single director ¥- 
stead of by a commission was up- 


held by the Senate and the bill. 


was perfected with the provision 
for a single director. 


The only two issues which pro-| 


voked debate were those involving 
the qualifications of the health 
director and the type of control 
of the whole health and welfare 
department. 

Senator Michael Kinney of St. 
Touis submitted the amendment 
desired by the Medical Associa- 
tion to limit the health director- 
ship to the medical profession. He 
sought to require that the director 
should be “experienced in public 
health administration.” Under 
questioning he said that the pur- 
pose of the amendment was to ex- 
elude all except medical praction- 
ers, the thought being that no 


the Kinney amendment Senator 
Ralph Erdwin of Concordia sub- 
mitted an amendment to provide 
for a bi-partisan commission of 
\six members with staggered terms 
ito head the whole department. 
‘This was in line with a vigorous 
fight which has been made by the 
League of Women Voters, osteo- 
pathic and chiropractic physicians 
and many professional organiza- 
tions. 


Representatives of the medical 
association had opposed the com- 
mission plan as unworkable, tak- 
ing the position that, with a board 
of six, the» Governor in making 
‘the appointments would be under 
pressure from groups from the dif- 
ferent schools to appoint a repre- 
sentative of each.

| While on the whole the bill is 
‘considered good, it contains the 
weakness of division of authority 
which can become troublesome. 
‘In setting up three divisions in 
the department — health, mental 
‘diseases and welfare—it author- 
izes the Governor to appoint not 
only the director of the whole de- 
partment, but also the directors 
of each of the divisions. While 
it is known that in practice all 
such appointments are made at 
the direction of the Governor, 
usually they are given the appear- 
ance of being made by the head 
of the department. Under the bill, 
however, there will be no direct

SHALL THE PEOPLE, OR 
A LABOR UNION, RULE

strike which today keeps 100,000 
children out of their classrooms. 


The Board of Education is one 
of the largest employers of union 
labor on a regular basis in St.

To pay 
salaries unreasonably above pre- 
vailing scales would properly lay 
the Board open to public criticism. 


Already Well Paid 


In the case of the Custodians, 
the Board heard their demands for 
increased pay. In refusing to grant 
the increase asked for, the Board 
pointed out to Union Representa- 
tives—and to the Custodians—that 
the Custodians were already re- 
ceiving substantially more than the 
prevailing scale of salaries. 


If it is true—and the evidence is 
clear that these employes are al- 
ready receiving more than the pre- 
vailing scale—then they have no 
right to demand more. And the 
Board cannot give them more sim- 
ply because they insist upon hav- 
Ing it. 

To yield to this or any other 
unreasonable demand would re- 
quire the Board to abdicate its 
responsibility to the people. It 
would require the Board to ignore 
its legal obligation to fix the sal- 
aries and wages of employes of 
the School System... and surren- 
der this right, authority and re- 
sponsibility to a labor union. 


We do not believe that the time 
has come when the people of St. 
Louis want us to spend their tax 
money with a profligate disregard 
of sound business management. We 


al 
do not believe the people want ‘us 
to grant unreasonable salary de- 
mands even though they are backed 
up by the pressure methods and 
rule or ruin tactics being employed 
by the Custodians’ Union in this 


case. 


Nothing to Arbitrate 


There is nothing to arbitrate 
that has not been arbitrated. The 
fact remains that the Custodians 
already get more than the prevail- 
ing scale of pay. The demand for 
more is unreasonable—the strike 
which closed the schools is uncon- 


scionable. 


We have made public the sal- 
aries paid the school Custodians. 
We have shown that the lowest- 
paid Custodian in our schools gets 
more pay than the highest-paid 
Custodian in any of our neighbor- 
hood school systems ... more than 
the pay of similar workers in pub- 
lic buildings and city institutions. 


We challenge the Custodians’ 
Union to prove otherwise. 


The salary question in this case 
is clear. 


The real issue is: Shall the peo- 
ple, or a labor union, rule the public 


schools?

Separate intangible property tax 
bills also were introduced by the 
committee with lower rates or 
with substitute methods of taxa- 
tion, for two special classifica- 
tions applying to building and 
loan associations, and imsurance 
companies, 


Insurance Premium Tax. 


The committee agreed last night 
to impose a levy of 2 per cent on 
the premiums collected by do- 
mestic and foreign insurance com- 
panies, to be paid in lieu of all 
other taxes, including the intangi- 
ble levy. Insurance companies, 
which now pay a 2 per cent premi- 
um tax in lieu of all other taxes, 
have said that the yield on securi- 
ties they hold is not large enough 
to enable them to meet their re- 
serve requirements and pay an 8 
per cent tax on yield. 

There is a question as to validi- 
ty of the 2 per cent premium tax 
as a substitute for the intangible 
levy, even among insurance com- 
pany representatives who suggest- 
ed the substitute but the commit- 
tee decided to adopt it in an ef- 
fort to provide a fdir scheme of 
taxation. 

The committee also agreed to fix 
a tax rate of 2 per cent on all 
dividends paid by building and 
loan associations on paid-up stock 
or contracts, the tax to be paid by 
the associations for their stock- 
holders and contract holders. These 
associations heretofore have not 
paid state taxes, it was said. The 
yield from this proposed tax was 
estimated at $90,000 to $100,000 a 
year. 
Bank Income Tax. 

No agreement has been reached 
by the committee so far on the 
rate to be fixed in a bill on a bank 
classification, but a proposed draft 
of the bill for this classification 
calls for a tax rate of 7 per cent 
on the annual net income of 
banks. The committee, in drafting 
this bill, is attempting to work out 
an equitable tax for state and na- 
tional banks, within the limita- 
tions of federal laws governing 
taxation of national banks, Acting 
Committee Chairman Murray E., 
Thompson said, 

The general bill on taxation of 
intangible personal property re- 
quires the owner of such property 
to file an annual return with the 
director of the State Department 
of Revenue, by March 15 of each 
year, listing the securities owned 
and the dividends or yield re- 
ceived. The tax is payable when 
the return is filed and would be- 
come delinquent on June 1. 

Yield is defined as the aggregate 
proceeds received as a result of 
ownership or beneficial interest in 
intangible personal property, 
whether received in money, divi- 
dends, credits or property. 

The bill defines intangible per- 
sonal property as money on hand, 
deposit or in transit; shares of 
stock and other evidences of in- 
terest; bonds, except those exempt 
from taxation by federal law; cer- 
tificates of indebtedness other than 
capital notes issued by banks and 
trust companies; notes, debentures, 
accounts receivable, real estate and 
chattel] mortgages, annuities, 
choses in action (recovery suits) 
conditional sales, and “any and 
all other obligations or evidences 
of indebtedness, whether such in- 
tangible personal property is se- 
cured or unsecured.” 

Provisions of the new Constitu- 
tion, establishing the new method 
of taxing intangible personal prop- 
erty, were designed to require the 


return for taxation of millions of 


dollars in such property which 
was not reported under the old 
Constitution, 

No Estimates on Collections, 

No figures are available on the 
actual amount of such property 
in Missouri and the committee has 
been unable to arrive at any esti- 
mates on the probable tax collec- 
tions under the proposed bills. 

Tax research agencies have es- 
timated that the tax paid under 
the old system, at the regular 
ad valorem rate, on the assessed 
value of such securities as were 
returned for taxation, was about 
$2,000,000 a year. It also was 
calculated that an eight per cent 
rate on annual yield under the 
new system would produce at 
least $4,000,000 a year. Acting 
Chairman Thompson said these 
figures on probable return were 
guesses, at best, and that only 
experience under the new system 
would determine the possible tax 
collections, 

The Constitution requires that 
the intangible property taxes col- 
lected by the state shall be re- 
turned to the counties, municipal- 
ities and other political subdi- 
visions from which it was col- 
lected, in the ratio of the local 
rates of taxation on property. The 
state is permitted to retain two 
per cent of the amount collected, 
to defray collection costs,

JAP PRISON CAMP GUARD GETS

YOKOHAMA, Feb. 5 (AP) 
Kitaro (the Bull) Ishida was con- 
victed today of having committed 
atrocities against American pris- 
oners of war and was sentenced 
to 30 years at hard labor.

They also 
become active buyers of shares of 
well-known companies after stock 
split-ups which reduce the price 
in proportion to the number of 
new shares issued in exchange for 
the old. 


M’ARTHUR FULFILLS PROMISE, 
CUTS FORCE TO 203,000 MEN 


TOKYO, Feb. 5 (AP)—In less 
than the six months he had set, 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur has 
made good his plan to cut United 
States occupation forces in Japan 
to 200,000 men. 

Since Japan’s surrender five 
months ago, MacArthur has sent 
home under the discharge point 
system 324,829 Pacific veterans 
from forces in Japan.

This is the best form of collective 
living I’ve ever seen.” 

May Be Away for Years. 

Hundreds of thousands of Red 
soldiers will not get home for 
months or maybe years. After de- 
mobilization their work will be 
needed in other parts of the Soviet 
empire. 

Thousands of Red soldiers have 
deserted since V-E day. Their 
violence and banditry are bringing 
discredit to the Red army from 
the Vistula to Sofia and Bucha- 
rest. 

Admittedly discipline is not an 
easy thing in any army of occu- 
pation, but the Red army batta- 
lion commanders are struggling

Enough of Mr. Pauley 


Exactly what Edwin W. Pauley expects the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee to think from 
the mass of conflicting statements he has pre- 
sented as the basis for its judgment of his fitness 
to become Under Secretary of the Navy, it is 
impossible even to conjecture. It must be a 
humiliating experience to President Truman to 
see his nominec, the man he is said to be 
grooming for Secretary of the Navy, making 
statement after statement which is contradicted 
by witnesses and which he is then forced to 
reverse. 

Of Mr. Pauley’s eagerness for the high public 
office to which he has been nominated there 
can be no doubt. In all his testimony he has 
displayed an embarrassing readiness to say what- 
ever he believes at the moment will be most 
likely to gain him the confirmation. He didn’t 
talk with the then Attorney General Biddle and 
Secretary Ickes about the tidelands case, and he 
did; he had the Mexican Government’s formal 
approval for a refinery project that was highly 
favorable to Mr. Pauley and highly unfavorable 
to Mexico—and he hadn't; he would be glad for 
the Supreme Court to pass on the tidelands title, 
and he had used every influence in his power to 
prevent it. And so forth. 

Mr. Pauley would have presented a more at- 
tractive picture of himself if he had stuck to his 


guns as a hard-boiled business man who was in-. 


terested only in getting rich and who was using 
every political influence at his disposal ,to speed 
that pleasant process. However limited such a 
vision might have seemed, at least it would have 
shown the courage of conviction. He has instead 
displayed a certain lack of pride in the ruthless 
course he had followed, a timidity toward re- 
vealing it to the public gaze. 

As a final inducement for the Senate to con- 
firm him, Mr. Pauley now promises to be any- 
thing that is expected of him, to cherish in his 
heart as a flaming ideal any opinion that is ex- 
pected of him, to do with the faithfulness of a 
true public servant anything that is expected of 
him. He admits that his point of view is not 
that of the Navy Department. While the Navy 
has been trying to bring tidelands oil into Fed- 
eral sanctuary in order to conserve it for defénse 
of the nation in time of war, Mr. Pauley. has 
been trying to keep it under state control so that 
it can continue to be blindly exploited for private 
profit. But Mr. Pauley, the exploiter, is willing 
to become Under Secretary Pauley, the great 
conserver, at the drop of a hat. “My confirma- 
tion,” he testified, ‘would automatically change 
my point of view not only on the tidelands issue 
but on anything else to make it conform to Navy 
Department policy.” 

For a man-who aspires to public office, could 
there be a more shameful, more discrediting ad- 
mission? Does the nation want as its Under Sec- 
retary—and shortly Secretary—of the Navy a 
man who says he has no principles he will not 
sacrifice for confirmation? If Mr. Pauley is so 
willing to change his mind about tidelands oil in 
order to satisfy his selfish desire for confirma- 
tion, why wouldn’t he as readily change his mind 
again if, after being confirmed and taking office, 
he saw it to his interest to do so? 

Mr. Pauley could more appropriately be nomi- 
nated, and confirmed by suspension of the rules, 
to be a weather-vane. He has demonstrated con- 
clusively, not once but many times, during his 
testimony to the Senate committee, that he is not 
the man for’ Under Secretary of the Navy or for 
any other public office.

QUIP OF THE MONTH. 
SUMS UP U.S. SPIRIT

During late January a “wisecrack” has 
been current about President Truman. It 
implied a critical estimate. But the essen- 
tial spirit of it was humorous friendliness. 
The wisecrack, origin unknown, is “To err 
is Truman.”—From the Washington Post of 
Jan. 27, 1946. 

Critics of the President appear to have 
been revising Mr. Pope about as follows: 
To err is Truman: to forgive, out of the 
question.—From the Post-Dispatch editorial 
page of Nov. 27, 1945.

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A Curb on Postoffice Censorship 

The important fact about the Supreme Court's 
decision in the Esquire case is that it knocks 
out a large part of the unwarranted censorship 
that has been imposed by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment for many years. It does not fully abolish 
that censorship, but-the way is open for Congress 
to do so. 

The high court doesn’t approve the character 
of the magazine in question, and few of its de- 
fenders in the long-drawn proceeding did so. 
The Justices saw the issue to be, not the qual- 
ity of Esquire’s illustrations and other con- 
tents, but the fact that the Postmaster Gen- 
eral, on disapproving of the publication, ordered 
it classified in a category calling for increased 
postal rates. Congress, said the unanimous deci- 
sion, “has left the Postmaster General with no 
power to prescribe standards for the literature 
or the art which a mailable publication dissem- 
inates.” 

So the court is saying that hereafter no such 
restrictions can be imposed by the Postmaster 
General, but its limiting of the finding to ‘‘mail- 
able” periodicals leaves him still with the power 
to determine whether or not a publication is fit 
to enter the mails. This, too, is a form of cen- 
sorship involving danger to freedom of the press. 
In fact, the Postoffice’s continued right to bar 
a periodical from the mails is an even greater 
power than the now-abolished right to penalize 
it with higher rates. 

Bills now pending in both houses of Congress 


- would remove this power from the hands of the 


Postoffice and give it to the courts, where it 
obviously belongs. This was done some years 
ago with respect to imported literature, on which 
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the Customs Service formerly made the deci- 
sions. Now that the Supreme Court has unan- 
imously taken its stand against one-man censor- 
ship, as far as the Esquire case permitted it to 
go, Congress can finish the job by promptly 
passing the bills. 
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Why Not School Fact-Finding? 


The issue that has closed most of the city’s 
publie schools, and imposed an educational 
blackout on some 90,000 children and 10,000 
members of adult classes, is a wage dispute, 
pure and simple. ‘ 

School custodians and matrons, members of 
an AFL union, demanded pay increases averag- 
ing $20 a month, on the ground that the present 
scale is inadequate to cover the increase in liv- 
ing costs. The Board of Education rejected the 
demand, on the ground that the custodians and 
matrons already are receiving more than the 
community’s prevailing wage for similar work. 
The union disputed the board’s figures on total 
working hours, as stated in newspaper adver- 
tisements. Arbitration was suggested by the 
union, rejected by the board and the strike 
was on. 

If ever a case was made to order for use of a 
fact-finding board, this is the one. There are 
no complicating factors of prices or union rights 
or industrial policy such as have handicapped 
use of the device in some of the nation-wide dis- 
putes. Simple facts are at issue, facts about 
wages and hours and living costs. These are 
facts which any competent research panel should 
be able to assemble in a relatively short time. 

Meanwhile, as the schools remain closed, 
neither party to the dispute is winning anv credit 
for its behavior. Certainly the action of numer- 
ous custodians in pocketing the keys to school 
buildings so that they could not be opened yes- 
terday morning was an indefensible tactic. And 
the Board of Education has gathered no laurels 
by its stubborn refusal to consider a concession, 
or even to accept conciliation. Whatever the ins 
and outs of the legalisms involved, it is incred- 
ible that the board cannot participate in one of 
the standard methods of settling labor disputes. 

Fact-finding, however, should be acceptable 
to the board, and also to the union. Both sides 
ought to welcome a chance to get disinterested 
evidence into the record. The union members 
would win public appreciation by returning to 
work while the fact-finders gather their data, 
and the board would have a new chance to con- 
sider the issue open-mindedly. 

What St. Louis wants above all is the re- 
opening of its public schools. This is no time 
for stubbornness or petty pride on either side, 
while the city’s school children are deprived of 
their educational opportunities. 
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Mystery of the Missing Woman 

In poll after poll, year after year, the Women's 
National Press Club probably never named 10 
more outstanding women as the outstanding 
women than in the 1945 honor roll, but for the 
first time, there seems to be a missing element 
here. The new list of feminine “makers of 
news and promoters of progress” lacks something 
or somebody. And since it would be unseemly, 
ungentlemanly and unwise to suggest that any 
of the 10 noteworthy ladies be removed from the 
list to make way for another, we suggest an 
amendment to the roll of honor. For where is 
Eleanor? 


Another Kaiser Invention 

Probably Henry J. Kaiser is not the first 
manufacturer to offer a workers’ bonus based 
directly on quantity of production, but his offer 
of $5 per Kaiser and Frazer car produced will 
bring it to a center of attention it has hitherto 
lacked. Without a doubt, too, the bonus is a 
substantial consideration in the Kaiser-Frazer 
contract with the UAW, so it has implications 
for the GM strike. 

In the most direct fashion imaginable, the 
bonus promotes higher production, the country’s 
crying need, and it makes every man in the plant 
interested in every other man’s performance. As 
Mr. Kaiser puts it, “there is no slowing down 
and no soldiering on the job when the men 
know they will be rewarded. This is a way for 
labor to improve its own living standards. .. .” 

Production bonuses, of course, differ from 
profit-sharing, a devise recently adopted by Eric 
Johnston and others and discussed on this page 
as offering promise for peace in such affairs as 
the General Motors dispute. Bonuses are not in- 
tended to accomplish precisely the same ends in 
the same degree, so a comparison of their worth 
would lack substancqa At least, however, as 
Ernest Lindley points out approvingly in the 
Washington Post, the production bonus is 
simpler and easier to understand; it is free of 
possible bookkeeping controversy; it cannot 
cause employes disappointment by managerial 
errors in which they have had no part, and it 
raises no questions over the ideology of who 
owns the profits. 

The device is one, we believe, about which 
much more should and will be heard. 
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Every Man a Committeeman 

Pedro Lopez, leader of the Philippine delega- 
tion to the United Nations General Assembly, 
cut to the heart of one of America’s tribal super- 
stitions—committee-worship—when he objected 
to the formation of an atomic commission re- 
sponsible only to the Security Council. It was, 
he declared, as if “I, as a council, named my- 
self as a committee to make an investigation so 
that I could report back to myself.” 

Mr. Lopez will find, on more leisurely exam- 
ination of the committee method,.that it con- 
tains many other fascinating anomalies as well. 
Committees are fine things, of course—the UNO, 
for instance, is simply a world-wide committee— 
but everybody who ever serves on one should 
bear in mind how vulnerable they are to be- 
coming ridiculous. 

Too many committees are made up of people 
who think that nothing more needs to be done 
once you have a committee for it. Too many 
are used to share responsibility—i.e., divide it 
into pieces small enough to be concealed easily 
about the person. For all their faults, though, 
committees have their place; and they certainly 
ought to be kept in it.

Fifty United Nations look to Uncle Sam to lead the way toward 
peace, writer says in open letter to readers; citizens must pay the 
cost of global security in understanding and personal sacrifice; 
failure to assume our responsibilities can lead to another war.

You want a peaceful world. You want 
security. You’d vote for that, wouldn't 
you? Whether you're a banker or a farmer, 
a cab-driver or a sales-girl, you'd be for 
that. 

Fine. You can have it, if you really want 
it. But you can’t have it for nothing. You 
can't have it without paying for it. 


I don’t mean just paying taxes—hiring 
somebody to do it all for you. I mean also 
in personal sacrifice, inconveniences, sweat 
and attention. You'll get the kind of gov- 
ernment, and the kind of policy, that you 
demand—which means the kind you de- 
serve, 


This whole row about demobilization is 
a case in point. Every time I write any- 
thing about that subject, pointing out that 
the Army still has certain responsibilities 
abroad, I get a lot of letters telling me 
about how Johnny was double-crossed and 
is still in Austria or Shanghai or the Aleu- 
tian Islands when Johnny ought to be 
home. 

The implication is that the writer doesn’t 
care whether or not the Army does its 
job, just so long as Johnny comes back. 


Big Role for United States 


In a world which contains atomic bombs 
and long-range rockets, this doesn’t make 
sense, 


What has Johnny coming home got to 
do with the atomic bomb? A whole lot. 
If we are to have this brave new world, a 
world of peace and security under law, the 
United States has got to take a big part— 
indeed, the principal part—both in making 
and in enforcing the law: the law that 
there shall be no more total and global 
wars; the law that means life or death to 
civilized mankind, 


That job isn’t one that is far in the fu- 
ture. It’s one that has already begun and 
will be with us from now on. 


It isn’t a job that is just being done by 
our State Department and by our repre- 
sentatives on the United Nations Organiza- 
tion, either. They deal with existing con- 
ditions; they deal with the changing prob- 
lems of this ever-changing world. But 
America also has the responsibility of help- 
ing to make existing conditions better, of 
helping to prevent the growth of problems 
which if neglected may in the end prove 
insoluble save by war. 


A Constant Guard for Peace 


Have we not learned this from our bitter 
experience? Don’t you remember that 
when Japan started on her march of con- 
quest in 1931, she was isolated in the Pa- 
cific, relatively weak, and could have been 
stopped by vigorous joint opposition? Don’t 
you remember that Hitler was once so 
weak and uncertain that he gave orders 
to stop his invasion of*the Rhineland if 
the French so much as gave the prelimi- 
ndry order for mobilization? 


Don’t you wish that somebody had 
stopped those criminals then, when it could 
have been done without all the frightful 
tragedy and suffering through which we 
have just passed? Sure you do. So do we 
all. 

Well, who do you think is going to look 
out for things like that in the future? Who 
is going to see to it that timely action is 


, taken to prevent bad conditions from get- 


‘other American citizens. 


ting worse, to prevent little problems from 
becoming big ones? 


You. That’s who. You and 140,000,000 
That is, if the 
job is done at all, Not alone, surely? Not 
without some help from the 50 other United 
Nations? No—they’ll help, because all man- 


kind is in the same boat now. 


America Is the Spark-Plug 


They are all looking to Uncle Sam to 
take the lead. America is the spark-plug 
of the whole machine. If we do our part, 
others will do theirs. But if we do not do 
our part, the machine just won't run at all. 
Every eye in the world is on us! 


Every hopeful heart and every despair- 
Ing heart in the world is waiting to see 
how America is going to act. Hope every- 
where can be quenched by inaction, sloth- 
fulness or selfish indifference here. De- 
spair everywhere can be lifted toward the 
light of hope by firm, determined, intelli- 
gent action on the part of the United 
States, which means, again, you. 


If you don’t care, your Government won't 
care, or won't be able to do anything, no 
matter how much the individuals in it may 
care, 


If you do care, then you'll have to realize 
that caring effectively will cost you some- 
thing. It'll cost you money—heavy taxes. 
It'll cost you time—your own time or the 
time of your sons and. brothers and sweet- 
hearts, training to keep America strong or 
carrying on the necessary duties of world 
security in distant lands.

Don’t Trust the Japanese, 
A Veteran Observer Urges 


“Key to Japan,” by Willard Price. (John Day Ca, 

New York.) 

Willard Price does not trust the Japanese. 
He has noted their abject attitude after 
the surrender, their smiling compliance 
with Allied directives, their expressions of 
eagerness to reform, the statements of mod- 
erates who denounce the militarists, but 
still he does not trust the Japanese. This 
distrust is based on what Mr. Price learned 
about the character of the people in some 
30 years of association with them, and what 
he learned of the Emperor system in a 
searching investigation that took three 
years, as related in the writer’s previous 
book, “Japan and the Son of Heaven.” 

The Japs as Mr. Price knows them are a 
conceited, secretive, deceitful people. Hon- 
est in personal relations, they put ‘no value 
whatever on treaties or pledges if their 
scrapping redounds to the greater glory 
of Nippon. They are also resourceful, in- 
ventive and determined. The late war was 
viewed as only the first stage in a 100-year 
conflict in which Japan, despite early set- 
backs, was ultimately to be victorious. 

7 . * 

So, In this observer's view, the present 
campaign of compliance is designed for one 
purpose only: “to end the occupation as 
quickly as possible.” This will permit se 
cret rearmament, renewed commercial ex- 
pansion, revived anti-white propaganda 
among the Asiatic peoples, all looking to a 
new try for conquest. Can they do it? Mr. 
Price thinks the Jap talent for dissimula- 
tion will make such a program readily pos- 
sible if the Allies give them half a chance. 

The possibility will be all the greater, he 
warns, if the throne is allowed to remain 
after the occupation forces withdraw. The 
militarists can use it again, he says, to 
awe the people into submission, suppress 
labor movements and inspire a new -holy 
war of imperialism. Surrender came more 
easily because the Allies accepted Hirohito, 
but the long-term job of insuring perma- 
nent peace was made immensely more dif- 
ficult by the decision. So he considers 
abolition of the dynasty to be “a most es 
sential duty of the occupation.” 

* * * 

The political chapters of the book, though 
the most important, occupy less space than 
the travelogue and biographical] sections. 
These have their value, however, especially 
Mr. Price’s account of his pre-war travels 
in the mandated areas, usually forbidden 
to Western visitors. There are also in- 
formed sketches of Jap leaders, historical 
data and many facts on the country. 

In his program for dealing with Japan, 
Mr. Price emphasizes the need for a long 
occupation. This is vital, he says, in or- 
der to destroy the remnants of militarism, 
to smash the industrial overlords, to de 
velop a new peace economy, to achieve po- 
litical and agrarian reform and, above all, 
to allow time for education of a new gen- 
eration. Despite the handicap presented 
by the long indoctrination of the Japanese 
in the ways of treachery and war, they 
are an adaptable people, and Mr. Price 
sees hope that “militarism will at last 
seem as pointless to them as it does today 
to the people of once militant Sweden.”

Our Own Confusion. 


It is not, I think, too soon to 
say that they have prevented it.

We have 
got free of entanglement as the 
supporters of one of the Chinese 
parties; we have recovered our 
historic position as the supporters 
of China as a whole, and there- 
fore we are far better able to play 
our natural and proper role as 
friendly mediator between China 
and the Soviet Union. 

The next big phase in the es- 
tablishment of peace will come in 
the Southern Pacific—in  Indo- 
China and in Indonesia. Though 
this region is not our primary re- 
sponsibility, it seems clear that 
we shall in the end have to par- 
ticipate in the settlement. 

The British, the French and the 
Dutch, separately and collectively, 
have not sufficient power and 
moral authority in this turbulent 
region to bring about a construc- 
tive settlement unless in some way 
or other it is also underwritten 
by the United States. We have the 
greatest strength within reach of 
the region and we have a different 
history in respect to colonies and 
empire.

“So at the 
university football practices, where 
LaFollette used to come occasion- 
ally, he would often stop to talk 
to me. We got to know each oth- 
er well, and the following spring 
he invited me to the executive 
mansion for dinner. 


Robinson Suggests Pass. 

“T couldn’t imagine why until 
after dinner he showed me a let- 
ter from Teddy Roosevelt. There 
had been a lot of injuries in foot- 
ball and a movement was on foot 
to abolish the game. Roosevelt 
wrote that he did not want it 
wiped out and he thought it was 
an excellent game for character 
building, so LaFollette asked me 
‘what do you think can be done to 
spread the game out and soften 
it up a bit?’ 

“Tl had been reading a lot then 
about rugby and one of the ideas 
I gave him was to introduce for- 
ward passing into the game, not 
only shovel passes but forward 
passing which would open up the 
plays. LaFollette talked to the 
president about these things and 
came back and told me to develop 
the ideas, so that’s how I began to 
work in earnest on passing.”

All three of the players “draft- 
ed” by the Schumachers (Gino 
Pariani, Pete Thompson and John 
Dooley) had played with senior 
clubs and in the National Open 
cup competition. They were all 
within the junior age limit. 

“The Schumacher club should 
not be blamed for this failure to

“The oversight was mine. Before 
the games were played last 
spring, I was asked to pass upon 
the eligibility of the three players. 
I reached the rules governing the 
National Junior competition and 
could not find a paragraph cov- 
ering this situation. So, I ruled 
them eligible. Not until recently 
did I find the subject is covered 
in the Constitution. 

“The Council accepted my as- 
surance the Schumacher manage- 
ment and players acted in good 
faith, upon my personal okay. 
But they voted according to the 
letter of the law. It’s a bad rule, 
in my opinion, apparently written 
to stop Junior players from try- 
ing to compete with Senior class 
players. Notice it 
A player competing with a Senior 
club cannot play with a Junior 
club.” 

Trophy Never Turned Over. 

Fortunately, the Schumachers 
had never received the Nationa! 
Junior trophy, and the medals 
they have are inscribed “National 
Junior Cup Competition,” but the 
word “champions,” is missing. 

This incident, added to numer- 
ous similar disappointments, may 
result in a healthy study of the 
rules. If that would come the net 
result would be good.

Chandler Has No 
Say on Prices, 


MacPhail Says 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5 (AP) — 
Larry MacPhail, president of the 
New York Yankee baseball] team, 
‘criticized Commissioner A. B. 
Chandler today for Chandler's 
view that baseball prices “ought 
not to be raised.” 

“If Commissioner Chandler has 
|been correctly quoted regarding 
‘admission prices,” MacPhail said 
at a press conference, “it is evt- 
ident that the commissioner has 
‘failed either to study his contract 
With the major leagues or compre- 
‘hend the scope of his duties and 
| responsibilities.” 
| On Saturday MacPhail an- 
Inounced an average increase of 
7% per cent in seat prices for 
games at the Yankee Stadium this 
year. In an interview Chandler 
was quoted by the New York 
Times as saying that “such a 
thing does not concern me of 
ficially, but I feel prices ought 
not to be raised, After all, the 
caliber of major league baseball 
during the past three years hasn't 
been so good and it seems to *me 
the fans now ought to get the bet- 
ter brand we can offer them with- 
out paying more for it.” 

MacPhail asserted that higher 
operating costs made increased 
prices necessary. He disclosed the 
club grossed $922,480 last year 
from 887,082 paid admissions, with 
the net, after payments to the 
| league and visiting clubs, $672,965. 
|Player salaries, he said, aggre- 
|gated $226,802 in 1935, jumped to 
$308,662 last year and will reach 
an estimated $360,000 for the 1946 
season. 

“I was the first to announce in- 
creased prices,” MacPhail said, 
“but I know nine or 10 other clubs 
also plan to revise their prices.” 
| MacPhail, regarded as one of 
Chandler’s original supporters, de- 
clared that “it is not a matter over 
which the commissioner has juris- 
diction of any kind. It is not the 
prerogative of the commissioner 
to criticize publicly either major 
league or its members in the ex- 
ercise of their exclusive legisla-

Postwar decline in ship con- 
struction means, the agency said 
in a report to Congress, that ‘“‘suc- 
cessful distribution of such prop- 
erty will constitute a very real 
economic problem.”

POSING PROBLEMS 


FOR RED LEADERS |

through Poland 
the way to Russia. 


But Russian eyes have beheld | 


also the dignity of progressive 
Prague, the charred beauty of 
Vienna, the ruins of lush Buda- 
pest. They have stared with un- 
believing admiration at the mag- 
nificent workers’ apartment build- 
ings in Copenhagen. Eighty-two 
thousand pondering Russians 
have gone home from the valleys 
and cities of Norway. 


Basis for Comparison. 
Thus Russian soldiers and ref- 


ugees are returning home with a) 


varied and disturbing treasure of 
impressions with which to com- 
pare things and ways at home. 
Moscow is prepared to re-edu- 
cate its returning people. 
Comparatively the easiest group 
for the Russian secret police to 
handle and control will be the 
multi-national group of deportees 
and prisoners. These have been 
streaming into Soviet Union for 
more than a year now: 200,000 
Estonians, 250,000 Latvians, 280,- 
000 Lithuanians, 100,000 Rutheni- 
ans, 100,000 politically suspect 
Poles. In this group the German 
Slave-laborers also belong; 


variously at 1,800,000 to 3,000,000. 


There is nothing uncertain about 
the fate which awaits these 3,000- 
000 to 5,000,000 new inhabitants of 
Arctic Russia, the Ukraine and 
eastern Siberia. 

In 1944, Malenkov, who as boss 
of Soviet heavy industries is spear- 
heading the vast expansion of in- 
dustrialization, suggested that 
these millions of “imported labor” 
be screened for industrial skilled 
workers, technicians and _ scien- 
tifically trained personnel. 


Plan Dropped Under Pressure. 


His suggestian was supported by 
Y. N. Voznessensky, young genius 
of U.S.S.R. state planning. But 
under pressure from the leaders of 
the Soviet labor reserve schools, 
the screening plan was aban- 
doned, reportedly to the _ great 
satisfaction of the N.V.K.D. com- 
missariat, which runs great proj- 
ects and factories of its own by 
slave lavor in Kazakh, Tadjik and 
Kirghis republics. 

With the imminent return of 
Red Army soldiers and -Russian 
prisoners of war, Shcherbakov, 
Soviet propaganda chief, and Beria 
argued there was no reason to 
multiply “obstructionist cells” and 
‘unrest centers’ throughout the 
country. 

Political nonconformity, increased 
crime and the war-created threat 
of a spreading “individualism” 
promise to keep Russia’s 2,200,000 
secret agents busy enough during 
the next decade. 

An immeasurably greater task 
lies in the rebuilding and recon- 
struction of the Russian system of 
state socialism. 


Economic Life Devastated. 


The economic life of Russia has 
been devastated by a ruthless ene- 
my. Its huge manpower has for 
years been squeezed by the great- 
est burden of war which any great 
power ever faced.

This 
deprivation is almost certainly 
one of the worst we have been 
called upon to face 

“We can now have no scram- 
bled eggs for breakfast (already 
reserved for men and children 
only in most households). We can 
never give the children Yorkshire 
pudding and gravy on the many 
non-meat days. We can never 
serve pancakes for pudding, and 
there is only enough milk for one 
milk pudding a week. We can 
never make any sort of cake. 
What confectioners will do seems 
impossible to surmise,

“WE LOVED your boys especial- 
ly for their wonderful kindness to 
our children. What they will think 
of this, I don’t know. They know 
of our struggle to get fed.” 

I think this letter illustrates as 
well as anything else the little 
things which affect some nations 
greatly and leave us completely 
untouched at home. Though the 
war is over, the people here and 
in Europe are hardly as well able 
as we are to settle down to a 
normal life.

Menus for 


Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


OOKS the world around gener- 
Cay believe the souffle is one 

of the trickiest or most temper- 
amental of foods to prepare. Once 
they learn how to bake one suc- 
cessfully, they wonder why they 
ever had any fears of failure. The 
ingredients are the simplest pos- 
sible—butter, flour, milk, eggs and 
one additional such as cheese, 
corn, ham, chicken. The first three 
are made into a medium thick 
white sauce. Then egg yolks are 
generally beaten into the hot 
sauce along with the extra ingre- 
dient. Then egg whites beaten 
stiff are folded in so carefully 
that the whole mass is just about 
as puffy as the whites themselves. 


When this fluffy mixture is 
baked, the air within is bound to 
expand and the result is souffle. 
But in baking, it is important to 
cook egg whites at a low enough 
temperature and for long enough 
time to stand alone and hold 
their shape. This low tempera- 
ture does not mean that the oven 
has to be really set at 325 degrees 
F. A wonderful souffle can be 
baked at 375 degrees F., provided 
the casserole is set in a pan of 
water to bake. The temperature 
of the water around the souffle 
never gets any hotter than boiling. 
This permits one to bake other 
foods that cook best at a higher 
temperature right in the same 
oven. 

Another controversial point 
about the making of souffles is 
the greasing of the casserole, A 
greased one produces a side and 
bottom crust that is browner than 
one that is not greased and the 
crust comes loose from the sides 
easily. In an ungreased one, the 
souffle sticks to the sides and it 
rises somewhat higher. This at- 
tachment makes it more difficult 
for the souflle to fall down. When 
the souffle is baked in a pan of 
water, the sides and bottom do not 
brown. But if the foods that are 
cooked in the oven-can be re- 
moved a short time before the 
souffle has finished baking, it can 
be removed from the water to 
finish baking on the oven rack 
and only a few minutes of extra 
baking will enable the souffle to 
acquire a |beautiful crust on the 
sides and bottom. 

Corn Souffle. 

Three tablespoons butter, one- 
fourth cup flour, half teaspoon 
salt, one cup milk, four eggs, sep- 
arated; one teaspoon chopped 
onion, one-fourth cup chopped 
celery, three-fourths cup drained 
whole kernel corn, one tablespoon 
green pepper, finely chopped; one 
tablespoon chopped parsley. 

Make a white sauce of the but- 
ter, flour, salt and milk on top of 
double boiler over boiling water. 
Beat the egg yolks, Gradually add 
the hot white sauce stirring to 
keep smooth. Return to double 
boiler and cook for two minutes. 
Add remaining ingredients except 
egg whites and mix well, Partially 
cool. Fold in stiffly beaten egg 
whites, Pour into a greased six- 
cup casserole and bake at 325 
degrees F. for one hour or until 
golden brown and tests done. 
Serve immediately. Four generous 
servings.

Scallions a la King 


If your family and friends rebel 
at eating spring onions, or scal- 
lions, raw, try making an “a la 
king” dish out of them, that is 
tasty as it is easy on the digestive 
apparatus. 

Cut the roots and tops from two 
bunches of scallions and wash 
them well. Cook them in boiling 
salted water for about 15 minutes, 
or until they are tender. Then 
drain them. 

Wask and peel a cup of mush- 
rooms, cut them in half and saute 
them in butter until browned and 
tender. Add them to a cup of 
medium white sauce, stir all well, 
check for seasoning and pour over 
the scallions, which have been 
placed on slices of hot buttered 
toast. 

A quick and easy version of this 
can be made with canned cream 
of mushrooms soup—just jazz it 
up with extra seasoning, heat it 
through and pour over the scal- 
lions.

For five years he was away 
at the wars and it seemed like, 
the old-timers say, the _ river 
missed him and its singin’ was 
stilled. Now its voice is raised 
as it was before he went away. 
And there’s singin’, too, in the 
heart of Herb Duncan because he 
is back on the Gasconade. 

Folks call Herb Duncan the 
Poet of the Gasconade because he 
has written of it as no other poet 
has. Time was when the Gasco- 
nade was not known as other 
Ozarks rivers were. Seemed like 
all the poets had missed it. They 
had lined their lyrics about the 
other streams that are the Ozarks’ 
glory but the Gasconade had gone 
its way, singing its song with 
nobody to listen. Nobody, that is, 
with ears to hear and a heart to 
understand. 

Then, one day, Herb Duncan 
came along and stood there under 
the castle rocks, and listened and 
heard the voice that seemed mor- 
tal to him, or perhaps more than 
mortal. “Why, it’s singing,” he 
said, lifted up, and he named it 
the Singing Gasconade. And be- 
cause of the poems that he wrote 
about it they called him the Poet 
of the Gasconade. Now, though 
he has been away for years, it is 
still as the Poet of the Gasconade 
that he is known, remembered as 
such even where his true name 
has been forgotten. 

It seemed to Herb Duncan when 
he listened that the singing he 
heard was—more than the voice 
of the river—the voice of all na- 
ture and the singing of nature's 
creatures. He put it into homely 
words: 

“Hear that old cow mooin’, 

Listen to that rooster crow, 

An’ hear that old hen cackle, 

Feel the March wind swish 

and blow—” 

But a man who lived there and 
had listened long said no, the 
sounds that-came up from the 
river were not the modin’ of cows 
and sich as that— 

“Son, that cow ain’t mooin’, 

An’ that rooster never crows, 

The old hen, she ain’t cacklin’, 

Most ever’body knows; 

The March wind ain’t a-blowin’ 
"Long the river by the glade, 
Shucks, no, they’re all a-singin’, 

Singin’ Gasconade!” 

Herb Duncan belonged to the 
river and it belonged to him be- 
cause it flowed in the veins of his 
people. Along both banks they 
had been born, lulled by its lulla- 
by, and there they had lived and 
died and had been laid away in 
Bloomgarden cemetery, with the 
waters intoning their requiem, He 
had gone away to the town where 
the factories were, but above the 
crash of the steel mills he had

heard the river’s murmur and 
always he answered its call with 
the poems that rose above the 
grinding gears and the grime. 

It was duty that held the poet 
in the town where the factories 
were, the duty of making a home 
for the mother who was “as much 
a part of the Ozark hills as the 
flowers, the sun and the rain.” 

On the Gasconade, hard by the 
tiny town of Iberia, Herb Duncan 
lived when he was a boy and the 
river claimed him for its own 
long before he knew of the claim 
or acknowledged it. In high 
school here at Rolla, away from 
the river, he felt the spell as 
he had not felt it when he was 
near it and wrote about it in 
words of simple beauty because 
he missed it and longed for it, 
putting forth the poetry that had 
been the river’s gift to him, 

Something else, though, the 
river had given him, a kinship 
with its vagrant mood. As it 
wandered through the hills, heed- 
less of where it went, he would 
wander through the world, He 
wandered far, knowing himself 
for what he was, a hobo, and 
learning about life the hard hobo 
way. 

He stood fn the bread line in 
a winter rain that drenched the 
thin shirt on his back, He 
walked the streets all night when 
it was too cold to sleep on a 
park bench. He worked on a 
section gang in the blazing sun 
of Arizona and on a sheep ranch 
in New Mexico. He got 30 days 
on a prison gang down in Mis- 
sissippi for riding the blind bag- 
gage, but the judge let him off. 
He saw hunger and knew hunger 
himself. He shared his grub with 
those who needed it more than 
he, dissembling his own craving.

South was fully aware, when he 
jumped to two no trump over his 
partner’s one heart, that he would 
be misleading North as to the 
honor-trick strength of*the South 
hand. However, South’s playing 
strength at no trump was s0 
great that no lesser bid seemed 
to fit the case. When North, 
reading the South hand as replete 
with aces and kings, jumped all 
the way to six hearts, South took 
the contract back to no trump be- 
cause it was inconceivable that 
if six hearts could be made, six 
no trump would not be equally 
good, and there was the impor- 
tant consideration of not allow- 
ing the opening lead to go through 
either of South’s black kings. 

It was well for the fortunes of 
the North-South pair that South 
took this final action, because 
six hearts would not have had 
the ghost of a chance, whereas 
six no trump—but that’s the story! 

West laid down the spade ace, 
then carefully studied the dummy 
while he thought about South's 
super-strong bidding. No second 
lead looked very propitious, but 
West finally concluded that while 
South might have lacked the 
spade king, he certainly could not 
have bid so much without the 
club ace. Hence, West led another 
spade. The king won, dummy was 
entered with a heart, and declarer 
discarded a club on the spade 
queen. He then ran every dia- 
mond—and East was squeezed! 
Six no trump, bid and made! 

All of West's figuring didn’t 
alter the fact that East’s play of 
the lowest spade “missing” to 
West demanded a Shift, which 
could only be to clubs.
